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EXPLANATIONS  AND  SUGGESTIONS. 


Our  expenses  at  the  Almshouse  have  been  larger  than 
usual  for  the  number  of  inmates,  mainly  for  two  reasons. 

First  : We  found  it  necessary  to  shingle  the  roof,  or 

rather  roofs  of  the  houses  and  put  on  new  gutters,  which 
expense,  according  to  precedent,  was  charged  to  main- 
tenance account. 

Second  : We  put  a reduced  valuation  upon  not  a few 

items  of  personal  property,  which  have  been  carried  along 
in  the  list  from  year  to  year  at  about  the  same  figures, 
rather  than  by  reduction,  to  discriminate  against  the 
Superintendent,  siifce  the  amount  of  the  reduction  adds  so 
much  to  the  expense  of  supporting  the  house. 

We  would  here  urge  upon  the  town  the  desirability  of 
making  such  an  appropriation  for  the  pauper  account  as 
may  reasonably  be  expected  to  cover  expenditures. 

The  town  has  gained  and  can  gain  nothing  by  making 
an  insufficient  appropriation,  and  why  should  not  the 
disagreeable  features  and  more  or  less  troublesome  effects 
of  an  overdraw,  be  obviated  ? 

The  net  expense  of  supporting  the  insane  and  idiotic 
for  the  year  exceeded  fifteen  hundred  dollars  leaving  but 
the  meager  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  main  de- 
department. 

We  call  attention  to  case  of  Military  relief,  an  item 
which  should  not  appear  in  our  report,  but  which  was 
forced  into  it,  as  will  appear  by  what  follows.  The  law 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  of  towns  to  furnish 
aid,  when  required,  to  those  who  are  entitled  to  Military 
relief  therein,  and  forbids  that  they  should  be  designated 
or  treated  as  paupers.  Several  applications  for  aid  in  this 
case  were  made  to  the  Selectmen,  but  in  vain,  and  hence 
in  compliance  with  the  law  which  forbids  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  knowingly  to  permit  suffering  for  lack  of  the 
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necessaries  of  life,  we  granted  aid  and  must  continue  to 
do  so,  if  necessity  exists  or  until  the  proper  authorities  shall 
relieve  us  of  the  duty. 

It  will  be  seen  by  those  who  take  the  pains  to  compare, 
that  the  net  expense  of  maintaining  our  poor  this  year  is 
nearly  four  hundred  dollars  less  than  last  year  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  cost  for  support  of  lunatics  is 
more  than  three  hundred  dollars  in  excess  of  last  year,  the 
quite  unusual  expense  in  making  repairs  at  the  Alms- 
house, and  the  large  reduction  in  the  valuation  given  per- 
sonal property  there.

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A REPLY. 


The  remarks  in  reference  to  military  relief  contained 
in  the  written  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  refer  to 
a single  case,  as  will  be  seen  by  an  inspection  of  their  ac- 
count of  expenditures,  although  the  somewhat  ambiguous 
language  of  their  report  might  easily  leave  the  impression 
that  the  claims  of  a number  of  worthy  persons  had  been 
disregarded  by  the  Selectmen. 

When  the  law  imposing  upon  Selectmen  the  charge  of 
soldier’s  relief  became  operative,  we  immediately  investi- 
gated the  several  cases  committed  to  us  from  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  and  among  them  we  found  that  of  the 
person  in  question,  who  for  a long  time,  as  we  understand, 
had  received  relief  from  the  overseers  on  the  basis  of 
a military  settlement.  Through  the  adjutant  general  of 
the  Commonwea'th  we  investigated  his  military  record  as 
contained  on  the  files  of  the  war  department,  and  we  found 
that  his  connection  with  the  army  was  for  a period  of  less 
than  two  months  ; and  that  he  did  not  leave  Massa- 
chusetts ; and  that  there  was  nothing  to  indicate  that  any 
disability  had  been  incurred  in  the  service  ; and  we  further 
learned,  although  his  term  of  service  appears  somewhat 
brief,  he  had,  nevertheless,  received  his  bounty. 

The  statute  governing  such  cases  provides  that  a sol- 
dier “ who  duly  served  for  not  less  than  one  year,  or  died, 
or  became  disabled  from  wounds  or  disease  received  or 
contracted  while  engaged  in  such  service  or  while  a 
prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and  his  wife  or  widow 
and  minor  children,  shall  be  deemed  thereby  to  have 
acquired  a settlement  ” in  the  town  to  whose  credit  he 
served.  And  our  courts  have  held  that  a soldier  dis- 
charged for  disability  does  not  gain  a settlement,  unless 
the  disability  arose  from  wounds  or  disease  contracted  in 
the  service,  the  burden  of  provi)ig  which  is  on  the  party 
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allcHusr  it.  On  the  law  as  thus  laid  down  in  our  statutes 
and  explained  by  the  decisions  of  our  courts  is  it  reason- 
able to  allege  that  a man  who  never  left  the  state,  who 
never  rendered  any  service  to  the  country,  and  whose 
brief  connection  of  less  than  two  months  with  the  army 
enabled  him  to  draw  a considerable  sum  of  money  from 
the  pubhc  treasury,  is  thereby  justified  in  claiming  that 
the  town  shall  place  him  on  the  honorable  roll  of  military 
settlements,  and  assume  the  liability  of  supporting  him  for 
the  rest  of  his  life  ? 

As  regards  the  demerits  of  this  particular  case  it  would 
hardly  seem  necessar)'  to  say  more,  and  no  pride  of  opinion 
on  the  part  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  arising  from  a 
consciousness  of  having  misapplied  the  public  funds  in  the 
past  should  stand  in  the  way  of  the  prompt  correction  of 
such  error  which  the  public  interest  demands  when  the 
facts  are  known. 

While  we  are  well  aware  of  the  criticism  which  must 
arise  in  the  minds  of  sensible  people  on  the  judgment  and 
taste  displayed  in  making  a town  report  a field  of  con- 
troversy, and  wlgile  we  are  unwilling  to  be  parties  to  such 
an  impropriety,  the  provocation  offered  seemed  to  afford 
no  escape  from  saying  what  we  have  in  regard  to  this  case. 
If  we  might  add  one  word  further,  it  would  be  this,  that 
when  a claim  of  relief  is  made  under  the  statute  providing 
for  soldiers’  relief,  it  is  the  province  of  the  selectmen,  who 
have  charge  of  such  cases,  to  pass  on  the  validity  of  the 
claim  ; and,  if  they  find  the  facts  of  the  case  are  in- 
sufficient to  establish  a military  settlement  and  the  person 
needs  relief,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to 
extend  such  aid  under  their  general  powers  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor,  and  to  charge  it  in  a proper  manner  in  their 
report  and  not  as  military  relief.  Furthermore,  it  is  their 
duty  to  take  steps  at  once  to  ascertain  where  the  person 
aided  has  a legal  settlement,  and  to  see  to  it  that  such 
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city  or  town  is  charged  with  the  expense  of  his  support. 
A neglect  of  such  duty  is  a serious  matter  financially  for 
the  town,  as  it  imposes  on  them  not  only  the  necessity  of 
supporting  the  person  in  question,  but  exposes  them  also 
to  the  liability  of  expenditure  for  the  relief  of  his  children 
claiming  under  him.

REPORT  OF 

TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  in  presenting  this 
their  fourth  annual  report  are  pleased  to  record  increased 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  in  the  Library.  Each 
additional  year  finds  a larger  circulation  of  books  and  a 
greater  number  of  cards  in  use.  While  this  condition  is 
gratifying,  yet  the  Trustees  are  not  satisfied  with  the 
present  status  of  the  Library.  They  appreciate  fully 
the  good  work  that  is  being  done  in  supplying  good  and 
wholesome  books  to  the  people  but  they  realize  what 
might  be  accomplished  with  larger  and  more  convenient 
accommodations.  It  is  the  function  of  a Public  Library 
to  instruct  as  well  as  to  entertain,  and  this,  the  most 
important  part  of  its  work,  can  be  but  poorly  performed 
under  the  present  conditions.  It  is  perhaps  not  surprising 
that  the  most  valuable  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  its 
reference  books,  remain  on  its  shelves  from  year  to  year 
without  being  once  consulted,  when  we  consider  the  small 
corner  assigned  in  our  Library  room  for  the  use  of  the 
public  and  remember  that  last  year  on  an  average  158  books 
were  given  out  each  day  that  the  library  was  open.  There 
is  a great  need  of  an  additional  room  supplied  with  tables 
and  chairs  where  students  and  others  can  use  the  works  of 
reference  belonging  to  the  Library.  The  present  condi- 
tion of  affairs  has  its  effect  not  only  upon  the  kind  of  books 
the  public  demand  and  read,  but  it  is  having  a serious 
effect  upon  the  Library  itself,  for  the  Trustees  are  forced, 
in  making  the  selection  of  new  books,  to  purchase  only 
such  as  will  go  into  circulation.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  be- 
fore many  years  the  town  will  appropriate  a larger  sum  for 
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the  support  of  the  Library,  in  order  that  its  usefulness  and 
value  can  be  extended. 

Meanwhile  the  trustees  earnestly  urge  the  teachers 
of  our  public  schools  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
scientific  and  historical  books  belonging  to  the  Library  so 
that  they  can  intelligently  aid  in  the  circulation  of  such 
books  among  the  young  men  and  women  with  whom  they 
are  associated,  and  which  would  prove  of  great  benefit  to 
them  in  their  studies. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  issued  from  the 
Library  16,491  volumes  or  an  average  of  158  each  day 
that  the  Library  has  been  open.  70  new  cards  have  been 
issued  making  the  number  now  in  use  1970 

The  Trustees  lost  two  of  their  members  during  the 
year.  Miss  Mary  J.  Capron  by  death,  and  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Fisher  by  resignation.  At  a joint  meeting  of  the  Select- 
men and  Trustees  held  December  loth,  these  vacancies 
were  filled  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  Abigal  S.  Gould  and 
Mrs.  Caroline  S.  Holden. 

The  efficient  and  faithful  librarian,  Mrs.  N.  A.  Black- 
inton,  remains  in  charge  of  the  Library.

BOARD  OF  HF:ALTH. 
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REPORT  OF 

THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  appended  list  of  contagious  diseases  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health  during  the  past  year  shows  the  principal 
and  most  important  work  the  Board  has  been  called  upon^ 
to  do.  Like  many  towns  in  the  State,  Attleboro  was 
visited  by  that  dreadful  scourge  Diphtheria,  and  but  for 
prompt  action  of  the  School  committee  acting  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Health,  the  disease  might  easily 
have  become  epidemic.  The  first  case  reported  was 
October  nth  ; from  that  time  until  the  second  of  Novem- 
ber five  cases  among  children  who  attended  school  in  the 
old  Academy  building  on  Sanford  street,  were  recorded. 
The  school  was  discontinued  November  second,  and  the 
building  was  examined  for  a possible  source  of  the  con- 
tagion. It  is  not  believed  that  the  cases  originated  there. 
The  building  itself  situated  upon  a high  gravelly  elevation, 
has  been  in  its  present  location  about  three  years  ; no 
water  pipes  enter  it  and  no  sewer  pipes  lead  from  it ; the 
cellar  is  large,  light  and  dry.  Two  sinks  connected  with 
a cask  buried  in  the  ground  are  in  the  building  and  it  was 
suggested  that  these  be  trapped  and  the  receptacle  venti- 
lated although  no  dirty  water  or  filth  of  any  kind  is  ever 
poured  down  the  sinks,  and  there  was  no  more  odor  about 
them  than  there  was  the  day  they  were  put  in.  It  is  prob- 
able, as  so  often  happens,  that  the  cases  arose  from  one  of 
so  mild  a type  that  it  was  not  recognized,  and  perhaps 
never  treated  by  a physician.  The  school  building  was 
closed  for  two  weeks,  the  rooms  thoroughly  disinfected  and 
the  books  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  sick  children 
were  destroyed.  This  action  put  a stop  to  further  spread 
of  the  disease  among  children  attending  that  school,  but 
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isolated  cases  from  various  parts  of  the  town  were  con- 
tinually reported.  These  cases  were  carefully  looked 
after  but  in  nearly  every  instance  it  was  impossible  to 
decide  upon  the  source  of  the  contagion  ; fortunately, 
however,  by  isolation  and  disinfection  they  were  prevented 
from  directly  producing  other  cases. 

Attleboro  is  peculiarly  liable  to  be  visited  by  contagious 
disease.  The  soil  in  many  parts  of  the  town  is  low  and 
wet ; the  water  works  have  been  in  operation  now  for 
seventeen  years,  and  sewers  have  been  constructed  only 
on  three  streets.  As  a consequence  the  soil  is  becoming 
saturated  with  decaying  and  offensive  filth,  hlvery  means 
to  prevent  this  condition  from  becoming  worse  should  be 
adopted.  Sewers  are  expensive,  but  where  already  con- 
structed, a town  by-law  or  legislation  of  some  kind,  should . 
compel  all  abutters  to  enter  them. 

The  plan  of  securing  the  stream  on  the  westerly  side 
of  the  town  for  use  as  a sewer  as  demonstrated  by  Civil 
Engineer  Luther  in  his  recent  report  to. the  Town,  is  one 
the  adoption  of  which  by  the  town,  the  Board  of  Health 
would  earnestly  recommend.  An  intelligent  use  of  the 
methods  now  in  vogue  would  be  conducive  to  better  sani- 
tary effect.  Cesspools  have  been  constructed  within  the 
past  year  whose  only  means  of  ventilation  are  through 
sink  drains  coming  directly  from  the  house.  Whenever 
observed,  the  owners  have  been  advised  to  properly  trap 
their  waste  pipes  and  to  construct  a ventilating  shaft  lead- 
ing from  the  cess-pools.  Probably  not  more  than  one 
house  in  ten  is  furnished  with  scientific  plumbing  and  in 
case  of  a severe  epidemic  of  disease  this  would  prove  dis- 
astrous. Cheap  plumbing  is  never  satisfactory  plumbing, 
and  the  time  ought  soon  to  come  when  by  the  regulations 
or  by-laws  the  plumbing  of  a house  must  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  adopted  a set  of  rules, 
which  we  believe  to  be  the  most  comprehensive  the  town 
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has  ever  had.  Despite  the  fact  that  they  were  published 
in  one  of  the  daily  papers,  many  people  have  been  found 
to  be  complacently  ignorant  of  their  existence.  No 
trouble  has  been  found,  however  in  enforcing  them. 

During  the  year  three  cases  of  glanders  were  reported. 
The  Cattle  Commissioner,  Mr.  Cheever  of  Dedham,  was 
notified  and  promptly  responded.  The  diagnosis  was  so 
evident  in  all  the  cases  that  the  owners  readily  consented 
to  the  killing  of  the  animals.  Two  of  the  horses  had  been 
in  town  only  a few  days  and  had  contracted  the  disease 
elsewhere  ; in  the  other  case  the  source  of  the  contagion 
was  not  so  evident.  The  stable.s  were  all  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  disinfected  and  no  new  cases  have  sprung 
from  them. 

The  above  report  will  indicate  somewhat  the  extent  of 
the  duties  the  Board  of  Health  is  called  upon  to  perform. 
The  members  feel  that  the  compensation  allowed  by  the 
town  is  entirely  inadequate,  and  would  suggest  the  appro- 
priation of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the 
ensuing  year.

The  census  of  children  between  5 and  15  years  of  age, 
taken  in  May,  shows  a gain  of  27  over  last  year.  The 
enrollment  of  scholars  in  the  schools  as  shown  by  the 
registers  exceeds  that  of  last  year  by  31.  The  average 
membership  and  average  attendance  are  each  13  larger 
than  last  year.  This  is  a poor  show  for  the  average 
attendance  and  is  due  largely  to  the  prevalence  of  diph- 
theria and  scarlet  fever  during  the  fall  term.  Too  much 
of  it,  however,  is  due  to  an  inexcusable  neglect  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  parents,  arising  in  many  cases  from  a lack  of 
appreciation  of  the  evil  results  of  irregular  attendance, 
both  upon  the  schools  and  the  scholars  themselves. 

A survey  of  the  financial  statement  will  show  how  the 
School  Board  has  expended  the  money  entrusted  to  its 
charge.  In  the  Incidental  and  Repair  department  some 
of  the  improvements  calling  for  the  largest  outlay  were  : 
the  fitting  of  the  Physical  laboratory,  $104;  furnace  for 
South  Mam  street,  $105  ; insurance,  $161  ; shingling 
Academy,  $90  ; repairs  on  roof  and  interior  of  the  central 
building  on  Sanford  street,  $288  ; water  rates,  $205  ; rais- 
ing roof  and  ventilating  the  Briggs  Corner  house;  $240  ; 
painting  Briggs  Corner  and  Perry  houses,  $93. 

Early  in  the  spring  the  comm  ttee  received  an  order 
from  the  State  Inspectors  to  improve  the  ventilation  0} 
the  house  at  Briggs  Corner.  As  the  room  was  too  low  to 
ventilate  sufficiently  without  creating  currents  of  air,  it 
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was  decided  to  raise  the  roof  two  and  one-half  feet  that 
there  might  be  a proper  amount  of  space  per  scholar.  Good 
ventilation  was  secured  by  the  construction  of  a brick  flue 
and  the  introduction  of  a jacketed  stove. 

The  slightly  increased  expenditure  in  the  educational 
department  is  all  chargable  to  the  High  and  the  High 
Grammar  schools.  On  account  of  the  large  increase  of 
scholars  in  the  High  school,  from  sixty  to  nearly  one 
hundred,  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  the  committee 
found  it  necessary  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  principal  to 
make  it  correspond  more  nearly  to  that  of  the  average 
salary  of  teachers  of  similar  schools  and  to  employ  an 
additional  assistant  for  part  time. 

The  employment  of  a man  to  have  charge  of  the 
Grammar  school  was  another  cause  of  enlarged  expendi- 
ture. As  these  changes  were  made  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  term,  they  affected  only  a part  of  the  year.  The  in- 
creased expense  in  that  department  will  be  more  apparent 
for  the  present  year.  On  this  account  a larger  appropria- 
tion will  be  needed.  A careful  estimate  shows  that

Last  year  the  Superintendent  recommended  the  open- 
ing of  an  additional  school  for  the  better  accommodation 
of  the  lowest  primary  grades.  The  crowded  condition  of 
these  schools  throughout  the  year  shows  that  their  best 
interests  required  this,  but,  as  the  committee  had  not  the 
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necessary  funds  at  its  disposal  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tion, the  temporary  expedient  of  exchanging  the  furniture 
of  the  upper  room  in  the  Academy  and  one  of  the  lower 
rooms  in  the  central  building  on  Sanford  street,  and  the 
employment  of  an  assistant  for  one  of  the  lowest  primary 
grades  was  resorted  to.  We  were  able  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  term  to  arrange  the  grades  so  that  all  the 
scholars  could  be  accommodated  without  retaining  an  as- 
sistant, although  the  schools  in  question  had  by  far  too 
many  scholars.  From  present  indications  the  need  of 
this  additional  school  will  be  still  more  imperative. 

Since  the  school  rooms  are  all  occupied  and  the  need 
of  an  additional  school  so  apparent,  would  it  not  be  wise 
for  the  town  to  build  a two  room  school  house  on  the  Pine 
street  lot  this  year.  There  is  ample  room  for  the  house 
there,  and  as  it  is  needed  for  the  upper  primary  grades,  it 
will  accommodate  the  children  better  if  located  there  than 
in  any  other  place. 

As  no  land  will  have  to  be  bought,  a suitable  building 
to  accommodate  two  schools  can  be  built  and  be  furnished 
with  steam  heating  apparatus  to  heat  both  buildings  for 
about  $6,000.  This  would  be  paid  for  in  five  annual  in- 
stallments and  the  rate  of  taxation  not  perceptibly  in- 
creased. The  tax-payers  are  to  be  congratulated  that  the 
needs  of  the  schools  as  far  as  increased  accommodations 
are  concerned  can  be  supplied  at  a small  outlay  for  a num- 
ber of  years  to  come. 

The  erection  of  a two-room  building  on  the  Pine 
street  lot,  and,  later,  when  needs  require,  the  substitution 
of  a two-room  building  for  the  one-room  house  on  the 
South  Main  street  lot  wdl  meet  the  requirements 
admirably. 

We  have  to  record  the  usual  number  of  changes,  Miss 
Abbie  E.  Carpenter,  a graduate  of  our  High  and  the  R.  I. 
Normal  schools,  took  charge  of  the  Turnpike  school  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term.  Miss  Nellie  E.  Briggs,  a 
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graduate  of  the  same  schools,  succeeded  Miss  Pond  as 
teacher  of  the  higher  grade  school  at  Hebronville.  Miss 
Mary  A.  Lyon,  a graduate  of  the  Bradford  Academy  suc- 
ceeds Miss  Denning  as  Principal  of  the  City  Grammar 
school.  Miss  Mary  A.  Stephenson,  a graduate  of  the 
Bridgewater  Normal  school  has  taught  the  upper  grade 
school  at  Dodgeville.  Mrs.  S.  K.  McIntyre,  a graduate 
of  the  Normal  Art  school,  and  for  several  years  a very 
successful  teacher  in  Boston,  succeeded  Miss  White  as 
teacher  of  the  PMurth  Grammar  grade  school  on  Sanford 
street.  Miss  M.  Alinda  Lathrop,  educated  in  our  High 
school  and  Cornell  University,  has  been  appointed  third 
assistant  at  the  High  school.  Mr.  Herbert  E.  Walker,  for 
several  years  a successful  teacher  in  Braintree  has 
assumed  the  principalship  of  our  Grammar  school  These 
changes  have  been  mostly  caused  by  the  voluntary  resig- 
nation of  the  retiring  teachers. 

While  these  have  in  many  instances  secured  more 
lucrative  or  more  congenial  positions,  we  have  been  able 
to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  so  satisfactorily  that  we  can 
truly  say  the  schools  have  never  been  more  ably  taught 
than  now.  Without  making  any  comparisons  we  would 
speak  specially  but  briefly  of  our  fiigh  and  High  Gram- 
mar schools  because  of  the  marked  and  highly  satisfactory 
progress  these  have  made. 

The  High  school  commenced  the  year  with  nearly  one 
hundred  scholars,  and  now,  after  the  expiration  of  nearly 
two  thirds  of  the  year,  the  number  has  but  slightly  dimin- 
ished. When  we  consider  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  the 
Principal  and  his  assistants  who  heartily  co-operate  with 
him  in  the  work,  the  improved  methods  of  instruction, 
the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  the  work  done,  the  good 
discipline,  the  commendable  deportment  and  the  student- 
like bearing  of  the  pupils,  we  call  this  the  golden  year  in 
the  school’s  history.  The  building  of  the  new  school 
house  on  Sanford  street,  enabled  us  to  withdraw  the 
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Grammar  school  from  the  High  school  building.  Here 
was  the  beginning  of  the  new  era  of  success  for  the  High 
school.  Prior  to  that  the  school  was  greatly  hindered  in 
its  work  by  the  presence  of  another  school  in  the  building 
which  necessarily  deprived  it  of  room  which  it  greatly 
needed  Since  the  removal  of  the  Grammar  school  the 
committee,  out  of  the  regular  appropriations,  have  fitted 
and  furnished  with  proper  furniture  a chemical  and  a 
physical  laboratory,  besides  making  many  other  improve- 
ments. The  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  fund  have  made 
appropriations  to  furnish  these  laboratories  with  apparatus 
to  such  an  extent  th^it  those  who  enter  the  school  may 
feel  assured  they  can  receive  most  satisfactory  instruction 
in  the  scientific  department.  We  are  pleased  to  observe 
the  increasing  popularity  of  this  school  as  shown  by  the 
large  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  of  our  Grammar  school 
who  enter  and  the  small  number  who  fall  out  of  its  classes. 
It  is  also  highly  gratifying  to  note  the  number  of  the 
High  school  graduates  who  enter  upon  more  advanced 
courses  of  study.  Of  the  class  which  graduated  last  year, 
two  are  in  Tuft’s  college,  one  in  Brown,  two  in  the  Bridge- 
water  Normal  and  one  in  the  R.  I.  Normal  school. 
Another,  Miss  Louise  Bronson  had  been  admitted  to 
Smith  college  and  had  made  all  arrangements  to  enter 
upon  her  course  there  but  was  prevented  by  ill  health. 
We  are  pleased  to  note  the  large  number  of  undergradua- 
tes who  are  taking  the  preparatory  course  of  study  to  fit 
for  entrance  to  some  higher  institution  after  completing 
their  high  school  studies  here. 

We  have  believed  for  years  that  our  Grammar  school 
should  have  a male  principal.  Many  reasons  for  this  are  so 
apparent  that  discussion  is  unnecessary.  We  were  able 
last  summer  to  carry  out  this  plan  Its  subsequent  his- 
tory has  fully  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  new  departure. 

The  fall  term  opened  with  1 15  scholars  in  Mr.  Walker’s 
school.  At  the  present  time  it  numbers  112  without  in- 
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eluding  six  recently  transferred  to  it  from  Miss  Pratt’s 
school.  That  so  large  a per  cent,  of  the  older  scholars 
have  been  inclined  to  remain  and  complete  the  elementary 
course  is  highly  to  their  credit,  and  that  of  the  school 
On  the  acceptance  of  the  principalship  by  l\Ir.  Herbert  E. 
Walker,  the  town  secured  the  services  of  one  well  fitted 
by  his  years  of  study  and  successful  experience  in  similar 
positions,  to  bring  the  school  up  to  that  standard  of  pro- 
ficiency that  would  enable  it  to  rank  well  with  the  ad- 
vanced schools  of  to-day.  We  are  pleased  with  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  school,  glad  to  note  the  few  instances  of 
corporal  punishment,  and  glad  to  know  that  it  is  employed 
only  as  a last  resort  ; and  equally  glad  to  feel  that  if  any 
boy  finds  his  way  into  the  school  who  is  so  unruly  that 
there  is  no  specific  for  his  unruliness  but  corporal  punish- 
ment the  remedy  may  be  forthcoming.  The  boy  whose 
avowed  purpose  in  going  to  school  is  to  cut  up  ” had 
better  learn  enough  of  “ technical  grammar  ” to  under- 
stand that  that  verb  may  be  transitive  as  well  as  active 
and  that  in  a certain  sense  he  may  become  its  object.  The 
purpose  for  which  these  schools  are  maintained  is  too  im- 
portant to  be  hindered  by  lack  of  prompt  obedience  on  the 
part  of  any  who  are  entitled  to  their  privileges. 

The  unanimous  opinion  of  leading  educators  is  that 
our  grammar  schools  must  be  improved.  They  must  fit 
those  who  are  to  enter  upon  an  advanced  course  to  do 
better  work  there  and  those  who  take  no  advanced  course 
that  they  may  be  better  prepared  for  the  duties  of  practical 
life. 

To  enable  the  grammar  schools  to  do  this  better  work 
demands  the  introduction  into  the  primary  grades  instruc- 
tions in  subjects  heretofore  deferred  till  the  child  has  en- 
tered the  grammar  school.  History,  Civics,  Elementary 
Science,  and  Natural  History  must  be  introduced  and  sys- 
tematically taught  from  the  lowest  primary  up.  In  the 
Grammar  school  mathematics  must  be  extended  by  the  in- 
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troduction  of  Algebra  and  Elementary  Geometry.  The 
commencement  of  the  study  of  Latin  or  some  modern  lan- 
ouaire  is  recommended  for  the  same  school.  Instruction 
in  elementary  science  must  develop  into  a systematic 
study  of  Elementary  Physics. 

Many,  too  strongly  wedded  to  old  systems  are  averse 
to  this  innovation  and  assert,  that  it  cannot  be  success- 
fully done.  It  is  done,  successfully  too,  in  France  and 
Germany. 

Rapid  progress  is  being  made  in  this  direction  in  En- 
gland. Leading  educators  demand  it  in  the  United 
States.  The  demand  is  reasonable  and  must  be  obeyed. 
Being  in  hearty  sympathy  with  this  forward  move  and 
believing  that  it  can  and  should  be  applied  in  our  schools 
I have  introduced  into  the  course  of  study  for  the  first 
Grammar  grade  Algebra  and  Elementary  Physics.  The 
study  of  Algebra  does  not  imply  the  use  of  text-book.  It 
should  be  taught  in  connection  with  Arithmetic.  Geome- 
try in  an  elementary  form  should  be  introduced  in  connec- 
tion with  the  study  of  mensuration  of  surfaces  and  solids 
in  arithmetic.  To  make  room  for  this  advanced  work  the 
study  of  Geography  should  be  reduced  fully  one-third 
The  same  should  be  done  with  History.  The  amount  of 
arithmetic  taught  should  not  be  lessened,  but  one-third 
of  the  time  devoted  to  it  should  be  saved  by  improved 
methods  of  instruction  all  along  the  grades.  To  take  up 
this  advanced  work  successfully  implies  apparatus  and 
laboratory  work  to  illustrate  and  prove  the  principles 
taught.  To  furnish  this  out  of  our  regular  appropriation 
is  impossible.  The  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  fund  have 
expressed  to  the  Principal,  who  heartily  advocates  this 
onward  move,  their  willingness  to  appropriate  of  the  funds 
at  their  disposal  for  the  purchase  of  this  much  needed 
apparatus.  Our  schools  are  deriving  much  benefit  from 
apparatus,  charts,  reference,  books,  cyclopedias,  and 
appliances  supplied  by  the  trustees  of  the  fund.  I have 
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spoken  at  some  length  of  the  High  and  High  Grammar 
schools.  They  have  to-day  more  than  two  hundred  of  our* 
most  advanced  scholars,  more  than  one-sixth  of  the  average 
membership  of  all  our  schoc'ls.  Surely  they  are  worthy  of 
liberal  treatment.  We  have  not  spoken  at  such  length  of 
of  these  higher  schools  because  we  consider  them  alone 
worthy  of  commendation.  Far  from  it. 

As  we  have  said  before,  our  schools  have  never  been 
better  taught  than  then  they  are  today.  We  believe  the 
vear  just  closed  one  characterized  by  service  on  the  part 
of  our  teachers  more  faithful  and  efficient  than  that  of  any 
preceeding  one.  We  heartily  commend  the  almost  uni- 
versal cheerfulness  and  readiness  with  which  they  have 
endeavored  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  new 
course  and  work  harmoniously  together  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  our  scholars  for  whose  sole  advantage  the  entire 
educational  system  should  be  conducted.  My  most  sincere 
thanks  are  tendered  to  the  School  Committee  for  their 
co-operation  and  support.

COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SCHOOES  OF 
ATTLEBORO. 

Fourth  Primary  [Jirst year.) 

READING  AND  SPELLING. 

Reading  from  blackboard,  chart  and  slates,  till  the  pupil  has  acquired  a 
vocabulary  of  at  least  one-hundred  words  which  he  can  recognize  at 
sight. 

.\fter  this,  use  authorized  primers  and  first  readers. 

Pupils  to  be  taught  to  spell  at  first  by  sounds  of  letters,  and  combination.s 
of  letters,  afterwards  by  letters. 

LANGUAGE. 


Language  work  in  the  Primary  grades  should  be  largely  language  training- 
Correct  common  errors  and  train  the  children  to  express  their  thoughts  in 
proper  language. 

The  observation  lessons  required  in  elementary  science  furnish  good  sub- 
jects for  use  in  language  training  in  all  the  primary  grades. 

ARITHMETIC. 

1.  Number  work;  from  i to  lo.  2.  Eractions;  1-2,  1-3  i-4-  3-  Com-

Algebra  introduced  not  by  use  of  text  book  but  by  teaching  some  of  its 
simple  processes,  and  applying  them  to  the  solution  of  such  arithmetical 
examples  as  will  readily  admit  of  it.  The  equation  developed,  and  the 
teaching  of  the  principals  on  which  its  solution  depends. 

ROOKKEEPING,  SINGLE  ENTRY.

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

The  importance  of  vocal  music  as  a regular  branch  of  school  study  is  be- 
coming more  fully  recognized  year  by  year,  and  with  this  recognition  is  felt 
the  necessity  of  more  systematic  instruction  based  upon  true  educational 
principles. 

That  the  very  best  results  from  this  study  may  be  obtained,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  teachers  more  fully  realize  the  fact  that  as  a means  of  cul- 
ture, the  study  of  music  is  broader  and  more  comprehensive  than  many 
other  studies  found  in  the  school  room. 

Upon  this  subject  we  quote  from  an  address  delivered  before  the  January 
meeting  of  the  N.  E.  Public  School  Music  Teachers’  Association  by  Dr. 
Hagar,  principal  of  the  State  Normal  school,  Salem,  Mass. 

“The  importance  of  music,  as  a branch  of  school  education  is,  in  this 
country,  poorly  appreciated,  even  in  communities  that  recognize  it  as  one 
of  their  school  studies. 

“Under  the  most  favorable  auspices  music  is  generally  regarded  as  inferi- 
or in  value  to  the  more  common  branches ; as  designed  to  afford  recreation 
rather  than  mental  culture.  Hence,  it  too  often  enters  the  school  room 
with  words  of  apology,  doubtful  of  its  right  to  enter  and  humbly  grateful  for 
the  modicum  of  time  and  attention  there  grudgingly  conceded  to  its  claims . 
But  I firmly  believe  that  it  may  justly  demand  a consideration  far  higher 
than  it  has  yet  received,  and  that,  upon  a full  examination,  it  will  be  found 
to  present  means  of  culture  broader  in  scope  and  more  comprehensive  in 
variety  than  are  to  be  gathered  from  ordinary  branches  of  study.  In  the 
selection  of  a course  of  study,  the  question  asked  by  intelligent  men  is  not, 
‘What  studies  will  yield  the  largest  amount  of  immediate  knowledge?”  but 
‘From  what  can  be  obtained  the  highest  mental  and  moral  discipline  ?’ — a 
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discipline  which  will  enable  its  possessor  to  gather  knowledge  readily  in  any 
desired  field,  and  to  perform  with  success  the  various  moral  duties  of  life.” 


COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  MUSIC. 

(Prepared  by  the  Music  Teachers.) 

FIRST  YEAR. 

The  musical  training  of  little  children  during  the  first  four  or  five  months 
of  school  should  consist  wholly  in  awakening  and  developing  ft>ne  perception. 

The  scale  should  be  considered  the  unit  of  thought  in  tune  and  may  be 
presented  by  means  of  musical  games  and  pleasing  exercises,  so  that  the 
most  diffident  child  will  be  encouraged  to  sing  alone.  Individual  effort,  so 
essential  to  success  in  music,  will  thus  be  established  at  the  outset. 

When  the  scale  is  well  developed  the  children  should  have  daily  practice 
in  easy  scale  intervals,  this  work  in  varied  forms  to  be  continued  through- 
out the  year.  The  common  representations  of  the  major  scale  should  be 
shown  as  so  many  pictures  of  one  object — as  several  different  scales — 
and  the  children  should  be  able  to  state  the  signature  in  each  and  the  posi- 
tion of  one  of  the  scale  upon  the  staff.  The  sense  of  a rhythm  should  be 
awakened  by  physical  touch  and  developed  in  such  a manner  that  long  be- 
fore the  children  hear  the  terms  “two-part  measure”  “three  part  measure” 
etc.,  they  may  be  able  to  give  these  divisions  of  time  correctly. 

“No  idea  of  time,  or  the  relative  length  of  sounds  can  be  obtained  by 
studying  the  characters  which  represent  their  length.  A knowlege  of  such 
characters  is  useless  so  long  as  a cottception  of  their  pitch  or  le^tgth  is  want- 
ing-” 

Exercises  containing  easy  intervals  already  learned  from  the  interval  card 
should  be  put  upon  the  board  and  the  children  encouraged  to  take  part  in- 
dividually, precisely  as  is  done  in  the  reading  class. 

Each  dictation  exercise  in  tune  or  rhythm  should  be  followed  by  the  rep- 
resentation upon  the  board  or  chart. 

Melodious  rote-songs  suited  to  the  comprehension  of  the  little  ones  should 
be  given  frequently  by  the  regular  teacher  or  by  the  Supervisor  of  Music 
and  at  all  times  a correct  position  of  the  mouth  and  body  should  be 
insisted  upon. 

No  marching  songs  should  ever  be  given  and  only  the  most  carefully 
selected  motion  songs.

SECOND  YEAR. 

More  difficult  interval  and  rhythm  exercises  should  be  given  and  a cor- 
responding advance  shown  in  exercises  for  sight-singing  upon  the  board  and 
chart.  Children  should  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  nine  common  rep- 
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resentations  of  the  major  scale,  the  signatures  in  each,  and  position  of  one 
upon  the  staff  and  should  be  able  to  recognize  scale  intervals  readily  in  each. 

The  subject  of  relative  pitch  should  be  introduced. 

'Two-part,  three-part  and  four-part  measure  should  be  reviewed  and  fixed 
more  firmly  and  greater  attention  should  be  given  the  rested  and  combined 
beats. 

The  songs  for  this  grade  should  be  selected  with  reference  to  the  work 
already  done  and  should  thus  seive  as  practical  tests  in  sight  singing. 

An  occasional  rote  song  may  be  given  but  too  much  rote  singing  in  this 
grade  will  inevitably  retard  any  real  progress  and  its  bad  effects  will  be  felt 
throughout  a^  the  succeeding  grades. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Upon  entering  this  grade  the  pupils  are  supposed  to  have  all  the  easier 
scale  intervals  at  their  command, a fair  degree  of  familiarity  with  the  common 
divisions  of  time  in  two,  three  and  four-part  measure,  and  the  ability  to 
recognize  the  intervals  already  learned  when  represented  in  the  various 
keys  upon  the  staff.  Added  to  this  they  have  learned  something  of  rela- 
tive pitch,  and  have,  to  some  degree,  formed  mental  pictures  of  the  different 
representations. 

The  music  reader  should  now  furnish  the  material  for  sight  singing  and 
practical  reviews  of  the  work  already  done  in  the  two  preceding  grades. 

The  study  of  relative  pitch  should  be  continued  and  frequent  dictation 
exercises  in  interval  work  and  rhythm  should  be  given.  Six-part  measure 
should  be  taught  and  frequent  exercises  in  the  same  given  upon  board, 
chart  and  in  the  music  reader. 

A few  chromatic  tones  may  be  introduced  in  classes  where  the  interval 
work  has  been  thoroughly  studied,  also  occasional  practice  in  chords, 
pseparatory  to  two-part  singing. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

The  divided  beat  in  two,  three  and  four-part  measure  should  be  taught 
and  pupils  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  representations. 

The  subject  of  relative  pitch  should  be  reviewed  and  chromatic  tone 
should  receive  more  attention. 

Exercises  and  songs  from  the  chart  and  music  reader  should  be  given  as 
practical  sight  singing. 

Two-part  work  should  be  introduced  in  this  grade.  Daily  interval  work 
throughout  the  year. 

FIFTH  YEAR. 

Review  divided  beats  in  two,  three,  four  and  six-part  measure,  also 
syncopation. 

Scale  and  interval  work  should  be  continued,  each  dictation  exercise 
to  be  followed  by  the  representation  in  various  keys. 
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Freciuent  te.sls  in  tone  perception  and  sight  singing  should  be  given  by 
the  regular  teacher  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher  of  music. 

“ Teacher  must  be  able  to  think  musically,  if  not  able  to  sing.  A teacher 
can  teach  what  she  cannot  do,  but  not  what  she  does  not  know.” 

'I'he  music  reader  and  chart  should  furnish  the  exercises  and  songs  for 
this  year,  supplemental  music  being  given  occasionally  for  the  sake  of 
variety. 

SIXTH  YEAR. 

The  pupils  should  have  constant  practice  in  interval  work  and  in  reading 
music  in  one  and  two-parts.  “Reading  music  is  frequently  supposed  to  be 
simply  the  ability  to  call  the  syllables  or  name  the  notes  in  the  various  keys; 
but  the  position  here  maintained  is  that  all  music  is  written  upon  the  basis 
of  tone  relation  (scale  intervals),  and  that  singing  must  be  taught  upon 
that  principle ; and  in  order  that  pupils  should  not  become  cramped  in 
their  efforts  to  think  sounds  (intervals),  they  must,  at  an  early  stage,  be 
taught  to  sing  without  the  memory-helping  syllables.” 

“It  is  not  intended  by  this  that  they  should  be  laid  aside  altogether,  for 
they  are  valuable  in  elementary  instruction  if  employed  within  certain  lim- 
its.” 

Particular  attention  should  be  given  the  complicated  sub-divisions  of  . 
time. 

The  pupils  should  vocalize  frequently,  using  the  syllables  loo,  00,0  and  e. 
SEVENTH  YEAR. 

The  pupils  should  study  major  and  minor  seconds,  thirds,  etc., 
minor  scale. 

Exercises  containing  each  new  problem  in  pitch  should  be  given 
board  followed  by  chart  and  book  representation. 

Three  part  work  should  be  introduced. 

Exercises  in  vocalization  should  be  given  daily. 

EIGHTH  YEAR. 

A careful  review  of  ail  difficulties  in  tune  and  time  should  be  given,  also 
the  music  readers  and  second  chart  reviewed,  especial  attention  being  given 
the  marks  of  expression. 

In  this  and  each  preceding  grade,  exercises  for  vocalizing  should  be 
given  at  the  beginning  of  each  lesson. 

The  study  of  tones,  semi-tones,  major  and  minor  thirds,  etc.,  should  be 
carefully  reviewed,  also  the  minor  scale. 

The  F clef  should  be  presented,  three-part  work  continued  and  four-part 
work  introduced. 
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When  three  or  more  classes  are  consolidated  for  chorus  practice,  inde- 
pendence in  sight  reading  and  singing  can  be  gained  only  by  mental  work 
directing  the  voice,  and  consequently  in  taking  up  new  pieces  the  work  at 
first  should  be  without  piano  or  much  help  from  leading  voices. 

Frequent  practice  in  triads  should  be  given. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

U nison  solfeggios  with  practice  of  scale  intervals  should  precede  all 
chorus  singing. 

This  to  be  followed  by  special  voice  exercises  for  each  part  separately 
under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music.  The  importance  of  good 
articulation  must  be  insisted  upon  in  chorus  singing,  as  well  as  in  solo  work. 

Musical  tones  with  regard  to  quality,  marks  of  expression,  correct  pro- 
nunciation and  definitions  should  be  carefully  studied. 

The  class  should  not  be  allowed  to  sing  with  a piano  out  of  tune  as  it 
injures  and  blunts  the  sensibility  of  the  ear  with  reference  to  accuracy  of 
pitch. 

All  coarse  and  loud  singing,  together  with  very  high  and  very  low  tones 
should  be  avoided. 

Practice  sight  singing  from  the  music  text-book  with  four-part  songs, 
glees  and  choruses  from  the  best  masters  as  supplementary  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Inferior  or  characterless  music  should  never  be  used  as  it  is  detrimental 
to  the  foundation  of  a correct  musical  taste. 

The  frequent  memorizing  of  songs  and  choruses,  both  words  and  music, 
tends  to  cultivate  the  pupils’  power  of  expression  and  gives  them  a better 
appreciation  of  true  musical  form. 
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
